According to the commission， 
total U.S. consumption of zoris is 
supplied by imports, which totaled 
more than 22.3 million pairs val- 
ued at about $4.8 million during 
the first half of 1976. Hong 玉 ong 
is the principal supplier with 15.3 
million pairs valued at $3 million .

million pairs valued at $1.6 mil-

of the need for public assistance 
are all] present. The obstacles are 
mainly subjective: shame and fear 
of Public censure best summiarized 
in the Chinese Saving of 
face . Also, there is the very ”real” 
fear of being deported by the 
Immigration Service for going on 
welfare.

Iko captures some real live mo- 
ments in the tense confrontation 
between the grandmother and 
the heart-warming closing scene 
where the mother and father ex- 
press their love for each other. Al- 
though there are flaws that under- 
mine the play's credibility for me， 
the older people in the Play are 
memorable，especially Sue Haya- 
shi as the grandmother. 

Iko seems to have a much better 
feeling for older people than young 
people.

the two males burst into an un-| 


explainably demented slapstick 
song-and-dance Ioutine to con- 
vince her-she can still sing and 
dance even though shes pregnant. 
Iko sometimes tries too hard to 
play to the gallery for a few cheap 
laughs. 

I also found it hard to _ believe 
that a well-brought-up Japanese 
daughter, even a rebellious Sansei， 
would casually announce to her 
father that there must be “No Sex， 
drinking，or. horse-back riding for 
one month”following her abor- 
tion. Pop merely flinches when his 
own son tells him he has no balls. 

Ikos Asian women have a low 
opinion of Asian men. 9usan Says， 
“Japanese .guys are such duds… 
And her Chinese girlfriend Jenny 
confesses she loves having Sex with 


white men. The characterization 


of Jenny as a depraved China-dol] 
whose main joy in life is derived 
from seducing white men and 
wearing lots of make-up and fancy 
clothes is an odious one which 
seemed to serve no other purpose 
than to verify the Suzy Wong ster- 


，eotype， She is the only Chinese 


portrayed in the Play which is un- 
fortunate because she is such a de- 
rogatory one. 

Despite youth s flaws,，Iko seems 
to_ be saying that their rebellion 
and militancy is a positive change. 
In the end, the father finally rea- 
lizes that he and his wife have 
never mentally left the concentra- 
tion camps where they were in- 
carcerated. He confesses that the 
good old days were really not so 
good and that it is high time they 
stopped being so passive and start- 
ed shouting back like their kids. 
The parents were sensitively por- 
trayed by Wood Moy and Shar- 
lene Chew- .
